QUAY IN PITTSEURG.

The Naotiomal Chalrmau Sees Some of His
Fricods—Mr. Dalzell Comes Out Openly
Agniost Him—He =ays n Quay Nominee
Moenns Defeat o the State.

Senstor M. 8, Quay eawe up from Beaver
yesterday moraing to attend to some bank-
ing business, and incidentally to see some of
the workers, He registered at the Seventh
Avenue Hotel, and spent the day in receiv-
ing his friends. Among his callers were
Postmaster McKean, Collector Warmesstle,
Captain John A. Reed, a candidate for the
Pension Agency; N. 8. Williams, James
Bradley, and many others of the Senator’s
adherents in Pittsbarg.

It had been given out that an important
conference was to be held, but this was not
true, Most of the Government patronage
hnsodbeen distributed in this neighbor-
hood.

Congressman Ray called on the Senator,
and they talked for awhile over the
mastership at McKeesport, but nothing
definite was reached, Mr, Ray is anxious
to have the fight settled as soon as possible,
for his friends realize that his hesitavey is
injuring his influence with his constituency.
No deals were made or even talked of, and
as a general rule the Senator steers clear of
Pittsburg when there is anything big on the

carpet,

When seen by a8 DISPATCH man Mr,
Quay, as usual, said he had nothing to give
out for publication. Lew Emery's attack
on Delamater did ot seem to worry him,
st least he gave no signa

Yesterday Congressman Dalzell declared
his position most emphatically in Washing-
ton, He said that he had no use for Mr.
Quay, and hereafter he would fight him
openly. Heis for Montooth first, becanse
Allegheny county will support him
for Governor, but after the Ma-
jor bhe will favor any good
man who i a representative of anti-Quay-
ism. Mr. Dalzell concluded by saying that
in his opinion no man could be elected Gov-
ernor of Penosylvania under the exisiing
circumstances as the nominee of Quay. THE
DISPATCH correspondent at Washingzton
telegraphed last  evening that Con-

man Dalizgell admitted he bhad
m correctly  quoted, and he
would stand over it. |[For sometime there
have been rumors of a revolt if Delamater
is nominated, and it is alleged by some that
the middle ground taken by Seoator Quay
recently that he is supporting no one for
Governor, was for the purpose of relieving
Delamater. Lew Emery is an open and
avowed enemy, but even his friends admit
that his judgment is so often at fault on ac-
count of his rashoess that he is more liable
to help thao hinder.

| yesterday that Quay was disgusted with the

mapagement of Chairman Andrews while
the National Chairman was in Florida, is
generally  diseredited by the Senator’s
friends in Pittsburg. They are loth to be-
lieve that certain complaints have been
made, and they insist that Andrews’ gen-
eralship is satisfactory.

THE NEW CLASSIFICATION.

Rates oz Chimneys, Cot Glass and Electric
Bulbs Have Been Advanced.

The new joint official classification of the
Central Traffic and Trunk Line Associa-
tions was issued yesterday. It will go into
foree April 15, There arcsome changes
that will affect Pittshurg. principally in the
rates on glass. There has been & shight ad-
vance on several makes and varieties.

Glass chimuevs have been pushed up from
eecond and third class to the first and third.
Cut glass, electrie licht bulbs, street lamp
globes in packages have been made double
first. This means that there is no difference
in the rate whether in car or less than ecar
lots. Launterns have also been advanced from
the second to the first class. There has been
no change in the bottle rate, but a slight
concession was made.  Hereafter the mini-
mum weight will be 20,000 pounds instead
of 24,000. That is, for example, if 8 shipper
has 21,000 pounds in & car, he need not pay
for 24 000 as formerly.

The iron and steel classification remains
about thesame. A few inches has been
added to allow for the box in shaftings 20
feet long. Under the old classifieation if
the bar with the box was a few inches longer
than 20 feet a treble rate was charged tor the
difference, and as shaftings sre seldom made
lTess than 20 in length, the manufaclurers
generally bad to pay the beavy rate.
